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STATEMENT OF. OBJECTS AJ\D REASONS 

The High Court Judges (Conditions of Service) Act,- lf)54 and the 
Supreme Court Judges (Conditions of Service) . Act, 1958 provide for the 
conditions of service of the Judges of the High Courts and the Supreme 
Court respectively. In 1976, these Acts were amended to provide, with 
retrospective effect from 1st October, 1974, for payment of conveyance 
allowance to the Judges at the rate of Rs. 300 per month to every Judge 
subject to the maintenance of a motor car by him. Now it is proposed to 
enhance the conveyance allowance payable to every Judge from Rs. 300 
per month to Rs. 500 per month subject to the maintenance of a motor 
car by him- 

2. The Bill seeks to achieve the above object.

The President, having been informed of the subject matter of the 
High Court and Supreme Court Judges (Conditions of Service) Amend¬ 
ment Bill, 1985, recommends the introduction and consideration of the 
Bill in Lok Sabha under article 117(1) and 117(3) of the Constitution 
of Intjia. 
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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Clauses 2 and 3 of the Bill seek to enhance the conveyance allowance 
payable to the Judges of the High Courts and Supreme Court respectively 
by amending section 2213 of the High Court Judges (Conditions of 
’Service) Act, 1954 and section 23A of the Supreme Court Judges (Con¬ 
ditions of Service)-Act, 1953 from Rs. 300 per month to Es. 500'per month. 

'2. The Bill, if enacted, and brought into operation would involve an 
additional expenditure of the order of Rs- 1.08 lakhs per annum in respect 
of the Judges of the Supreme Court and the Delhi High Cpurt. This 
additional expenditure will be a charge on the Consolidated Fund of 
India. . As regards the additional expenditure in respect ef Judges of 
High Courts it will b'-' of the order of Rs. 9.53 lakhs per annum and will 
be a charge on the Consolidated Funds of the Stales.
